The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 10 - 
13, 15, 16, 29-32 and 34-35 are allowed. 

Regarding claims 10-13 and 29 - 32, the prior art of record failed to teach a 
burst detection system for detecting a burst in an incoming signal comprising: a short 
term signal strength change detector is configured to determine An, a current moving 
average of M samples of an, the indication fo signal strength provided by the signal 
strength indicator, and Bn, a previous moving average of M samples of an, where M is a 
non-negative integer. 

Regarding claim 15, 16, 34, and 35 the prior art of record failed to teach a burst 
detection system for detecting a burst in an incoming signal comprising: a symbol 
spaced differentiator for determining, responsive to the samples 80n from the symbol 
detector, 859n = 60n - 50n - L, where L is the number of samples/symbol.
